FINANCIAL MARKETS 


The most recent economic indicator data for South Australia are provided 
below. Unless otherwise stated the data in the analysis are presented in 
trend terms. 


The value of South Australian merchandise exports in original terms for the 
month of March was $560.0m. This is an increase of $62.9m (11.2%) on the 
value for February exports and an increase of $6.2m (1.1%) on March 1999. 


The value of merchandise imports released from Customs control in original 
terms for South Australia was $378.5m in March. This is a decrease of 
$25.2m (6.7%) on the value for February imports and an increase of $29.5m 
(7.8%) on March 1999. 


Retail turnover was $878.0m in March, a level largely unchanged for the past 
five months. By comparison, the total national turnover has fallen for the 
fourth consecutive month. Retail turnover in March was 3.8% higher than 
the level of 12 months ago. 


New motor vehicle registrations fell for both passenger and other vehicles in 
March, resulting in an overall fall of 1.3% to 3,867. Registrations have also fallen 
7.9% over the 12 month period to March 2000. In original terms there were 
3,994 new motor vehicle registrations for the month. 


Private new capital expenditure decreased 3.7% in the December quarter 
1999 to $542.0m and is 7.2% lower than the December quarter 1998. 
Expenditure on buildings rose by 3.6% while expenditure on equipment fell 
by 5.5% on the September quarter. In original terms private new capital 
expenditure for the quarter was $539.0m. 


The number of private sector houses approved decreased 2.0% in March to 
819 dwellings, halting the strong growth evident throughout 1999. 
However, this is 51% higher than the number recorded in March 1999. 
Having shown strong growth during 1999 and early 2000, total dwelling 
units approved declined by 0.3% to 1002 dwellings. This is 53% higher than 
the level 12 months ago. 


The Consumer Price Index (all groups) in Adelaide increased by 0.9% to 
126.8 in the March quarter of 2000, and by 3.3% over the level of twelve 
months ago. The main contributors to the recent quarterly growth were 
Transportation (up 2.4%) and Tobacco and alcohol (up 2.1%). 


The number of employed persons in South Australia has been increasing 
since July 1998. The estimate for April (677,100) is 2.8% higher than the 
level of twelve months ago. 


The unemployment rate for South Australia was 8.2% (60,600 persons) in 
April, lower than the 8.7% recorded in April 1999. 


The value of secured housing finance commitments (excluding alterations 


and additions) decreased to $371m in March, 1.3% down compared with 
February but 30.2% higher than March 1999.
